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This ts a simple but Interesting “stunt? shot—fun to take on a winter 
evening. How to get such shots ig explained below, 


VBRY now ‘and then, a stunt 

picture adds variety to the cam- 
era hobby. Of course, you don’t 
want a regular diet of them, But it’s 
fun to have a few in the album— 
‘shots that make people say, “For 
goodness sake! How did you get 
that one? It's certainly a clever 
shot!” 

The picture above is a fine eX: 
ample of a “stunt shot’—and yet, 
it was really quite easy to take, 
The girls simply stood in a circle, 
then bent over and put their heads 
together, like a football huddle. 
The camera was on the floor, fo. 
eused for a closeup, and pointing 
‘straight upward. Por light, a sinall 
fiesh bulb was placed bestde the 
eamera, and the exposure was made 
by the simple “open the shutter, 
flash the bulb, close the shutter” 
method. It could probably have been 
taken just as easily by having two 
Good lights an inch or go from the 
floor, ona on either side of the 
camera, 

This is an “up angle” stunt shot, 
‘but you could algo turn things 
tight around and take a “straight 
down” shot—maybe from the upper 
stairway landing—that wonld be 
Just ag Interesting. 

Another stunt that provides lots 
of fun {s to have part of a subject 
too close to the camera, so that it 


shows up too large .. being care- 
ful, of course, not to hurt anybody's 
feelings.
